Every principal or other p er­ 
son in charge of a school drill should 
keep a record of the date of each 
drill and the tim e required to em pty 
rhe building. 
A gong, bell, or other device is 
necessary >-0 th a t a definite audible 
signal may be given in case of fire, 
and this should also In- the signal 
for a fire drill.
